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Easy  Victory  for 
Lowell  Textile 


VISITORS  OUTCLASSED  BY 
LOCAL  ELEVEN 

Score  Piled  Up  to  Final  of  27  to  0. 

Lowell  Textile  buried  Tufts  fresh- 
man team  Saturday  afternoon  with  a 
score  of  27  to  0.  Had  the  Tufts  var- 
sity team  been  on  the  field  the  local 
college  might  have  had  ‘something  to 
fight  against. 

From  the  first  touchdown  after  two 
minutes  of  play  until  the  last  minute  of 
the  game,  it  was  all  Textile’s.  Only 
four  times  was  Tufts  able  to  make  first 
down  while  Textile  only  failed  three 
times  to  make  the  required  distance. 
Twice  fumbles  cost  Lowell  the  ball  and 
another  touchdown. 

Marker,  Lombard  and  Wentworth 
had  no  trouble  in  going  through  the 
Tufts  line  and  making  large  gains. 
Goosetrey,  Scott  and  Schwartz,  Tex- 
tile's husky  centre  and  guards,  made 
the  pivot  about  which  the  team  moved. 
Xot  an  inch  could  the  Tufts  baekfield 
make  through  them  and  in  offensive 
plays  they  ripped  big  holes  in  the  oppos- 
ing line. 

Bowen,  the  stocky  little  quarterback 
played  the  best  game  for  Tufts.  Rey- 
nolds, their  left  guard  had  a little  tough 
luck  and  was  knocked  out  when  he 
tried  to  block  one  of  Stevens’  mad 
rushes  down  the  field. 

Textile  started  the  game  with  a rush 
and  as  in  last  week’s  game,  scored  a 
touchdown  in  less  than  two  minutes  of 
play.  Marker  received  the  kick-off  and 
ran  the  ball  back  to  the  40-yard  line. 
Stevens,  Marble  and  Pierce  all  went 
through  Tufts’  line  for  gains  and  with 
the  game  scarcely  well  underway, 
Stevens  dropped  back  from  the  line  and 
threw  a forward  pass  to  Goulet  who 
made  a touchdown.  Capt.  Precourt 
kicked  the  goal  and  the  score  was  7 to 
0 in  Textile’s  favor. 

Lowell  kicked  off  but  Tufts  could  not 
make  a gain  and  lost  on  a fumble.  Af- 
ter an  uncompleted  pass,  Stevens  punted 
and  finally  Textile  recovered  the  ball 
when  Tufts  was  forced  to  punt.  Then 
in  a series  of  line  plunges,  Mott,  Marker, 
and  Pierce  went  through  the  centre  of 
Tufts  line  for  three  first  downs  and 
placed  the  ball  on  the  one  yard  line 
just  as  the  quarter  ended. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  second  quar- 
ter it  was  easy  for  Marker  to  make 
one  yard  through  centre  and  another 
touchdown  was  chalked  up.  Precourt 
added  one  more  point  by  dropping  the 
oval  squarely  between  the  uprights.

Textile  smeared  an  18-6  defeat  on 
Fitchburg  Normal  in  a loosely  played 
game  on  our  campus  November  1st. 
We  outplayed  them  in  every  angle  with 
the  exception  of  forward  passing; 
nearly  ali  of  their  gains  being  made  by 
the  aerial  route.  The  game  was  at- 
tended by  a large  crowd.  Lombard 
played  his  first  game  in  the  baekfield, 
and  showed  a brand  of  football  seldom 
seen  on  our  campus.  He  featured  in 
bo.h  open  field  running,  and  line  plung- 
ing, while  his  defensive  playing  was  of 
the  hard,  accurate  All-American  type. 
Stevens  not  only  played  his  usual  strong 
offensive  game,  but  made  many  gains 
on  end  around  plays.  Brown  and  Scott 
featured  for  us  in  the  defensive  play- 
ng,  breaking  thru  time  and  time  again, 
hrow.ng  the  visitors  for  a loss. 

The  game  started  when  they  kicked  off 
Lombard  on  the  20  yd.  line,  who  ran 
t back  15  yds.  Went  worth  and  Stevens 
made  first  dowrn  in  three  trvs  and  then 
I on. bard  and  Fontaiu  made  first  down 
n ‘wo  rushes.  Lombard  shoots  a per- 
fect 5|1  yd.  pass  to  Goulet  who  carries 
the  ball  over  for  a touchdown.  Try  for 
goal  fails. 

Schwarz  kicks  off  to  their  10  yd.  line, 
and  Scott  gets  the  tackle  on  ihe  20  yd. 
mark.  Precourt  stops  them  on  the  first 
sermmage  and  Stevens  and  Cochran  cn 
the  next.  Fitchburg  was  given  first 
down  on  a penalty  imposed  on  us. 
Scott  and  Fontaiu  stopped  them  on  the 
irst  two  rushes.  Their  punt  was 
blocked,  but  luckily  recovered  by  them. 
Cochran  stops  them  for  no  gain  on  the 
first  two  downs.  They  punt  to  Gold- 
man, who  fumbles  giving  them  the  ball. 
Schwarz  and  Brown  throw  them  for 
a 5 yd.  loss  They  succeed  in  working 
two  forward  passes  and  gain  on  two 
line  plunges.  Our  line  then  holds. 
Stevens  holds  them  for  a no  gain. 
Brown  tackles  for  a 5 yd.  loss.  A long 
pass  fails  to  make  first  down,  giving  us 
the  ball  on  our  20  yd.  line.  Lombard 
crashes  thru  for  a 8 yd.  gain.  Two  un- 
successful forward  passes  followed  and 
Stevens  was  forced  to  punt. 

Second  Quarter 

The  second  quarter  starts  with  their 
ball  on  the  40  yd.  line.  Stevens  holds 
them  on  the  first  play,  followed  by  a 2 i 
yd.  gain  on  skin  tackle.  Scott  threw 
them  for  a 3 yd.  loss  and  they  were 
forced  to  punt,  but  recovering  the  ball 
on  a fumble  by  Textile.  After  failing 
to  gain,  they  attempt  to  punt  but  were

Textile  kicked  off  and  by  a lucky  pass, 
Thorpe  to  Grant,  Tufts  made  a feu- 
yards.  The  rest  of  the  quarter  the  pig- 
skin was  punted  back  and  forth.

One  of  Stevens’  passes  was  in- 
1 tercepted  by  Tufts  but  to  even  it  up, 
Stevens  intercepted  a pass  on  the  next 
play  and  made  20  yards  on  it.  Reynolds  | 
of  Tufts  was  knocked  out  while  trying 
to  stop  Stevens.  Lombard  in  two  cen- 
tre rushes  made  another  touchdown 
and  W entworth  kicked  the  goal. 

Schwartz  kicked  off  but  Textile  got 
the  ball  on  a fumble.  A forward  pass, 
Lombard  to  Stevens,  netted  15  yards- 
and  Marble  and  Wentworth  made  gains, 
carrying  the  pigskin  down  to  the  goal 
posts.  With  the  ball  on  the  two  yard 
line,  Lombard  plowed  through  centre 
for  another  touchdown.  Xo  goal  was 
kicked.  The  quarter  ended  with  the 
kickoff  and  Textile  put  all  her  substi- 
tutes in  the  game. 

It  was  Tufts  ball  at  the  start  of  the 
last  quarter  but  they  had  to  punt.  Jack 
Goosetrey  went  around  right  end  for 
a 20  yard  gain  and  after  Lombard  and 
Goldman  added  a few  more  yards  gain, 
Fontaine  made  a 20  yard  end  run  and 
ca.rried  the  ball  over.  Tufts  protested 
the  play  and  although  the  umpire  did 
not  require  it,  Textile  called  the  touch- 
down off  and  gave  the  ball  to  Tufts. 

Tufts  came  back  after  that  help  and 
managed  to  make  two  first  downs,  but 
they  could  not  get  within  30  yards  of 
Textile’s  goal  before  the  game  ended.

Lombard  gets  the  ball  on  the  10  yd. 
Lite,  and  crashes  it  back  to  the  32  yd. 
mark.  We  net  first  down  on  a pass, 
Lombard  to  Goulet.  Lombard  makes 
first  down  in  two  end  runs.  Pierce 
crashed  thru  for  4 yds.,  followed  by  a 
successful  forward  pass  for  first  down. 
We  gain  5 yds  on  another  pass,  Lom- 
bard to  Brown.  Stevens  and  Goulet 
gain  10  yds.  apiece.  Mott  and  Lombard 
hammer  them  for  gains,  followed  by  a 
10  yd.  plunge  by  Pierce.  Marble  goes 
thru  center  and  is  downed  on  the  1 yd. 
line.  Lombard  sails- thru  with  halt  of 
the  Normal  team  on  his  back  for  a 
touchdown. 

Schwarz  kicks  off  to  their  18  yd.  line. 
Marble  and  Scott  stop  the  runner  on  the 
30  yd.  line.  They  gain  20  yds.  on  three 
successful  passes.  Walker  replaces 
Mott.  They  punt  and  Marble  recovers 
20  yds.  on  clever  open  field  running. 
Walker  waltzes  thru  for  10.  yds.  Pierce 
smashes  the  line  for  5 yds  and  Walker 
shimmied  thru  for  3 more.  They  inter- 
cept a long  pass,  giving  them  the  ball. 
They  made  15  yds.  on  a successful 
pass,  but  lost  the  ball  on  an  interception 
on  the  next  play.  Stevens  plows  thru 
them  for  12  yds.  and  Walker  for  4 yds. 
and  makes  first  down  on  the  next  play. 
Stevens  gains  9 yds.,  Marker  5,  Walker 
5 and  6,  but  we  were  then  penalized  5 
yds.  We  then  lost  the  ball  on  an  inter- 
cepted pass  on  their  11  yd.  line.  Lom- 
bard crashes  the  man  on  the  three  yard 
line,  and  knocked  him  over  the  goal  on 


the  ferocity  of  his  tackle  but  the  ball 
was  given  them  on  the  1-2  yd.  line. 
They  punted  from  behind  the  goal  line. 
Marker  gains  8 yds.  around  end,  fol- 
lowed by  a 7 yd  gain  by  Walker.  Mar- 
er  gains  6 more  yards,  and  then  crashes 
thru  for  a touchdown.  Lombard  kicks 
off  to  them,  and  they  by  clever  running 
return  it  to  the  45  yd.  line.  After  an  in- 
complete forward  pass,  they  were 
thrown  back  for  a 20  yd.  loss. 
They  punt  to  Marble.  Marker  makes 
first  down  around  end,  and  Lombard 
makes  8 yds.  on  a pass  from  Marker, 
followed  by  another.  Marker  to 
Walker.  Walker  then  steps  8 yds. 
around  end,  and  Lombard  makes  more 
distance  on  a pass  from  Marker. 
Pierce  and  Marker  go  thru  the  line 
for  first  down,  and  the  game  ended 
after  Marble  tore  off  8 yds.  around  end.
